the W. M. of tbe Lodge, J. W.Sanders,
Em., for the arrest of the abscourfdtnp
marderer, betides a reward of 1700
offered by the father of the deceased.

Full descriptions were sent all over the
United States at the time. J

A day or two ao Capt. Cain noticed
a stranger,, dressed in a corduroy suit,
apparently a Texan, in Ilecorder Hough-
ton's court, charged with carrying a
concealed weapon. The stranger gave
his name as N.-- A. Lo", Capt. Cain
taxad his memory, and having asked
liecorder Houghton to retain Lott, went
quickly to "his memorandum book, which

contained the following description of the
fugitive, Dr. A. J. Lott, charged with

'murder:
Height six feet one inch ; slender lorm ;

heavy square shoulders, slightly humped;
very black piercing eyes; long black
whiskers and moustache ; Blightly gray
black hair, without hair on top of head ;

dark complexion; forty-eve- n years of
ageapparently thirty-fiv- e years weight
about 150 pounds.

With his memorandum the Captain
waited until Lott came down stairs, when

he addressed him, " How do you do,
Doctor? " .

Lott started, but quickly answered,

"I am no doctor. "
Capt. Cain Ain't you Dr. Lott from

Oakland, who killed Mr. Barnes two years
and three months ago?

4

Lott No; I am not. He is my cousin.
My name is N. A. Lott; his is A. J.
Lott.

Lott then had to accompany Capt.
Cain to the office of Superintendent
Badger, where he was measured and,
measured exactly six feet one inch, and
answered all the items of the description
but one. His eyes are not black, but
"dark" and "piercing."

He says that he was at his home at
Fordsville, some 200 miles from Oakland,
at the time of the murder of Mr. Barnes,
and that he sheltered his cousin, Dr. Lott,
who came there eeveral days, until a mob
took his cousin from his house. He went

to Texas, where he saw in the papers
that Dr. Lott was shot or hung, being
lynched by the citizens.

Telegraphic dispatches have been for-

warded to Mississippi to ascertain if the
prisoner is the murderer or only an acces- -

7n the meantime he has given reference
to several merchants, but none of them
knew Dr. Lott personally. He is now at
the Lafayette street station, awaiting
removal to Mississippi, as soon as a
requisition for him has been made.
He is an unusually line looking man, just
returning Irom Texas. He talks very
frankly about the affair, refers to Mr. I.
Bloom, a well-know-

n merchant, who has
kown him for twenty years : also, to Mr.
Warren, of Warren, Crawford A Co., and
other merchants, who, he says, know him
well.

Lott stated that he can easily prove that

Murderers.
LonsviLLE, November 12. This

morninir a family named Parks were
found murdered in their house, near
Henryville,' Indiana. The family con-

sisted of Cyrus M. Far and wife, Isa
bella, three sons, James, John and Aus-

tin, and two daughters. Evaline, aged 17,
and Ellen, aged 13. The heads of all
were terribly beaten and crushed by some
blunt instrument, and the brains of l'arks
and his wife and one sou were scattered
about the room, while their bodies were
Still lying in bed. The daughters were
found iu the kitchen, alive but delirious
and fatally hurt. Shots had been heard
in the night by neighbors, but the bodies
bear no-- bullet marks. Information was

forwarded to olioe here,
fromptly

a leading member of a church
near his house and much esteemed in the
community.

Locisvilie, Nov. 11. George John-to- n,

a negro, suspected of the murder of
the Park family, near Henryville, Ind.,
being threatened with execution by
citizens, confessed that he was one of the
murderers, and implicated two other

' negroes named Taylor and Davis.
Johnson stated that he watched outside,

and that Taylor held the light, while
Davis committed the bloody deed. Tay-
lor and Davis were at once arrested, and
the entire party have been lodged in the
Jeffersonville penitentiary. The citizens
threaten to lynch them. The negroes
expected to find $500 in Park's ' house,
but only obtained SI 40.
